This is a response to your correspondence received on August 5,2019, in which you 
requested information pursuant to the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA),* and the 
Federal Energy Regulatory Commission’s (Commission) FOIA regulations, 18C.F.R. 
§ 388.108 (2019). Specifically, you request the following: 

All documents correspondence, digital files, sketches, rendering, and any 
other materials between the General Services Administration and the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commission (FERC) regarding the new Houston regional 
office for the New LNG Division of FERC. Materials requested include 
Requests for Proposals (RFPs), responses and applications to the RFP’s, 
contracts and invoices, related to materials purchased or rented for the new 
Houston office, and correspondence with FERC and contracts regarding 
office space rental requirements and specifications from July 1, 2018 - 
present.
